Storip  of  tbe  0ift 

iHE  story  of  the  subscription  for  the  purpose  of 
I  presenting  a  silver  service  and  a  library  to  the 
lattleship  Indiana  is  one  that  reflects  great  credit 
.  the  people  of  the  commonwealth  in  whose 
honor  the  ship  was  named.  It  is  seldom  that  subscriptions 
have  been  so  entirely  spontaneous,  so  varied  in  character,  so 
thoroughly  representative  of  a  people  in  all  the  various  rela- 
tions of  society.  The  first  announcement  of  the  purpose  was 
made  by  Tlie  Indianapolis  News,  in  1890,  immediately  after  the 
publication  of  the  decision  by  the  Navy  Department  that  this 
ship,  the  first  battleship  of  the  new  navy,  was  to  be  called  the 
Indiana.  It  was  renewed  at  the  time  the  ship  was  launched, 
in  February,  1893. 

^be  IBcQinning  of  tbe  Subscription 

The  movement  to  secure  the  subscription  was  begun  by 
The  Indianapolis  News,  in  June,  1894.  In  an  editorial,  on  the 
28th  of  that  month,  that  paper  set  out  the  proposed  scope  and 
method  in  words  worth  reproducing,  because  they  are  now 
a  record  of  what  happened.  Referring  to  its  announcement, 
when  the  ship  was  named,  that  at  the  proper  time  it  would 
undertake  to  raise  a  subscription   for  the  purpose,  it  said  : 


"  The  News  will  undertake  the  subscription.  It  will  col- 
lect and  account  for  all  sums  committed  to  it  in  this  behalf ; 
will  speak  for  the  public  feeling  on  the  subject;  will,  in  due 
time,  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  select  a  design 
for  this  token.  We  believe  we  shall  need  only  to  bring  the 
matter  fully  to  the  attention  of  Indianians  to  secure  easily  the 
sum  that  will  be  required.  This  must  be,  judging  by  the  ex- 
perience of  others,  not  less  than  $8,000.  There  is  wide  limit 
as  to  cost ;  but  there  is  no  very  wide  limit,  and  this  is  fortu- 
nate, in  the  choice  of  a  token.  •  »  •  Wg  must  have  a 
handsome  silver  service.  We  should  also  have  a  suitable  li- 
brary. These  two  things  can  be  secured  for  about  $8,000 — 
not  less.  If  it  should  be  more,  all  the  better.  But  that  sum 
at  least  the  willing  spirit  of  the  good  people  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  should  undertake  to  make  up. 

"Every  town  in  Indiana  should  be  represented  in  this. 
We  want  dollars  and  dimes.  No  gift  is  too  large  ;  none  is  too 
small,  and  there  should  be  no  town  from  the  lake  to  the  river, 
from  Ohio  to  Illinois,  that  should  be  unaccounted  for  in  making 
up  this  sum.  The  News  will  start  the  subscription  with  $100. 
It  appeals  to  its  esteemed  contemporaries,  local  and  general 
throughout  the  State,  to  be  represented  in  the  subscription. 
It  appeals  to  every  citizen  of  Indiana  of  whatever  station  in 
life,  public  or  private,  of  whatever  standard  of  prosperity,  to 
be  among  those  who  shall  contribute  this  recognition  to  the 
great  battleship  Indiana." 


The  response  was  as  gratifying  as  it  was  immediate.  The 
first  publication  of  names  was  made  four  days  after  the  an- 
nouncement.    It  was  as  follows  :

progress  of  tbe  Subscription 

A  few  days  later,  the  Muncie  Herald  suggested  that  Mun- 
cie,  the  "  greatest  gas  city  on  earth,"  should  make  up  a  fund 
and  give  it  in  the  name  of  the  city.  The  News  encouraged 
this  friendly  rivalry,  and  as  the  subscription  shows  the  chief 
cities  of  Indiana  are  each  represented.  The  New  Albany 
Ledger  urged  a  subscription  in  its  town.  The  Terre  Haute 
Gazette  and  the  Madison  Courier  followed  suit.  The  Lafayette 
Courier,  the  Jeffersonville  News  and  other  papers  early  ad- 
vocated the  cause. 


Current  affairs  drew  popular  attention  in  other  directions 
constantly,  but  the  subscription  grew  slowly — by  November, 
1894,  amounting  to  $1,050.  But  whether  the  subscription 
went  slowly  or  fast  no  stimulus  was  ever  applied  to  it,  beyond 
the  repeated  appeals  to  the  people  which  appeared  in  The 
Indianapolis  News  and  occasionally  in  some  of  the  other  n^ 
papers  in  the  State.     It  was  the  voluntary  gift  of  the  people. 

The  state  of  the  subscription  in  November  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  Dr.  J.  Livingston  Thompson,  one  of  the  most  emineni 
physicians  of  Indianapolis,  who  subscribed  a  hundred  dollars, 
and  in  the  letter  accompanying  his  subscription  offered, 
occasion  required,  to  be  one  of  fifty  persons  to  subscribe  $500 
each.  Following  Dr.  Thompson's  appeal  came  a  letter  from 
Lieut.  Frank  Eldridge,  then  of  the  United  States  cruiser 
"  Chicago,"  commending  the  subscription  and  saying  among 
other  things  :  "  If  a  beautiful  silver  service  is  placed  in  the 
wardroom  of  the  Indiana  it  will  speak  to  foreigners  in  eloquent 
words  of  the  character  of  Indiana,  of  its  love  of  her  and  of  its 
generosity." 

Shortly  after  this  W.  W.  Parsons,  President  of  the  Indiana 
State  Normal  School  at  Terre  Haute,  forwarded  a  subscription 
which  had  been  taken  up  in  the  school.  By  cable  there  came 
from  Peter  Lieber,  U.  S.  Consul  at  Diisseldorf,  one  hundred 
dollars.  Francis  Silas  Cha'ard,  Catholic  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Vincennes,  subscribed  fifty  dollars.  The  Hon.  C.  F. 
S.  Neal,  of  Lebanon,  Ind.,  at  that  time  visiting  in  Montgom- 
ery, Ala.,  where  he  saw  the  great  enthusiasm  of  that  city  in 


contributing  for  a  gift  to  the  cruiser  "Montgomery,"  sub- 
scribed twenty-five  dollars.  On  his  return,  Mr.  Neal  was 
influential  in  enlisting  the  attention  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias, 
among  whom  he  held  high  office,  with  the  result  as  appears  in 
the  subscription  list  of  many  contributions  by  various  lodges 
and  by  prominent  members  of  the  society.  To  his  zeal,  also, 
is  due  in  part  the  splendid  showing  which  the  town  of  Lebanon 
makes  in  the  same  list. 

The  Terre  Haute  Gazette,  the  Franklin  News,  the  New 
Albany  Public  Press,  in  these  days  contained  urgent  appeals 
for  the  work  which  had  come  to  be  looked  on  as  a  matter  of 
State  pride  and  patriotism.  About  this  time  the  suggestion 
was  made  by  Mr.  Hendricks,  School  Superintendent  of  Jack- 
son county,  that  collections  be  taken  in  the  public  schools. 
Although  the  suggestion  was  not  generally  adopted,  Mr.  Hen- 
dricks took  up  such  a  collection  in  Jackson  county. 

By  this  time  the  people,  in  voluntary  associations,  began 
to  be  heard  from.  The  movement  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
was  begun  by  Arion  Lodge.  "Washington  Camp  No.  5,  Sons 
of  America,  also  sent  in  a  contribution,  and  George  H.  Thomas 
Post,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Indianapolis,  contributed,  being  the  first  of 
the  G.  A.  R.  posts  to  do  so.  About  this  time  the  first  offering 
from  school  children  came  in— the  sum  of  fifty-three  cents  from 
the  pupils  of  the  Fountaintown  school.  The  "Boys'  Helping 
Club,"  in  Indianapolis,  contributed  a  dollar.  The  late  Gov- 
ernor of  Indiana  and  Minister  to  Mexico,  Isaac  P.  Gray,  sent 
in  a  contribution,  and  the  Hon.  Clem  Studebaker,  of  South 


Bend,  for  his  maaufacturing  company,  ended  the  year,  Decem- 
ber, 1894,  with  a  hundred  dollars,  the  sum  subscribed  during 
this  year  having  amounted  to  nearly  $1,800. 

Lieut.  David  I.  McCormick,  of  the  Brigade  Staff,  Inspec- 
tor of  Small  Arms,  Indiana  National  Guard,  who  was  greatly 
interested  in  the  movement,  started  an  appeal  to  the  militia 
of  the  State.  By  letter  and  circular  and  by  personal  effort, 
he  got  under  way  the  movement  resulting  in  so  large  a  portion 
of  the  Indiana  militia  appearing  in  the  subscription. 

Sums  from  organizations  of  various  kinds,  militia  compa- 
nies, public  schools  and  G.  A.  R.  posts,  were  added  in  the 
early  days  of  1895.  J.  N.  Marsh,  the  editor  of  the  Daily 
Times,  at  Columbus,  Ind.,  and  Dr.  Heckard,  a  dentist  in  the 
same  town,  took  great  interest  in  the  contribution.  Besides 
his  own  subscription,  the  latter  gentleman  endeavored,  with 
some  success,  to  interest  the  dentists  of  the  State  in  this  behalf. 
Mr.  Marsh  "enlisted  for  the  campaign,"  and  first  and  last  was 
instrumental  in  forwarding  the  work  appreciably. 

Zhc  State  Contributes  to  tbe  fun& 

During  the  early  months  of  1895,  the  Legislature  of  Indi- 
ana being  in  session,  it  was  suggested  by  Robert  Stockwell 
Hatcher,  of  Lafayette,  then  Reading  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  and 
by  others,  that  the  sum  of  $2,000,  remaining  unexpended, 
of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  expenses 
of  the  State  at  the  Columbian  Exposition,  be  turned  over  to 


the  battleship  fund.  Accordingly,  on  March  15,  1895,  a  con- 
current resolution  was  adopted  by  the  House  and  the  Senate 
as  follows : 

"Be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said 
Columbian  Exposition  are  hereby  directed,  immediately  upon 
the  passage  of  these  resolutions,  to  pay  to  tbe  Treasurer  of  State, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  their  hands,  the  sum  of  $2,000,  taking  his 
receipt  therefor,  which  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  of 
State,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  State  shall  pay  said  sum  of 
$2,000  to  Charles  R.  Williams,  editor  of  The  Indianapolis  News, 
for  the  purchase  of  the  silver  service  and  library  for  the  bat- 
tleship Indiana,  whenever  that  sum  will  be  sufficient,  with 
the  amount  otherwise  collected  by  said  Williams,  to  complete 
the  purchase-price  thereof  of  $8,000." 

Zbc  Ibalfvpai?  point  is  TReacbeD 

The  general  subscription  at  this  time  amounted,  in  round 
numbers,  to  $2,000.  By  the  action  of  the  Legislature  it  was 
raised  to  $4,000.  This  appropriation  is  noteworthy  as  adding 
to  the  representative  character  of  the  subscription — a  character 
which  this  subscription  bears  to  an  unusual  degree. 

At  the  halfway  stage  of  the  work  one-half  of  the  sum 
already  raised  is  by  individual  contributions  and  by  contribu- 
tions from  clubs,  societies  of  various  kinds,  militia  companies 
and  schools;  the  other  half  is  appropriated  by  the  State,  so 
that  the  people  are  represented   in  their  political  capacity  as  a 


State  as  well  as  in  their  capacity  as  citizens  and   in  their  asso- 
ciation in  private  societies. 

Adding  force  and  variety  to  the  latter  came  immediately 
the  movement  of  the  Indianapolis  Board  of  Trade,  which  sub- 
scribed $100  on  its  own  account,  and  authorized  its  President 
to  appoint  committees  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  boards 
of  trade  of  Indiana,  and  to  provide  for  canvassing  the  city  of 
Indianapolis.  It  is  to  be  noted  at  this  point  that  thus  far  no 
such  canvass  had  been  made  anywhere  in  Indiana.  There  had 
been  no  systematic  solicitation  of  any  kind.  The  growth  of 
the  subscription  had  been  due  entirely  to  the  appeals  in  The 
News  (written,  nearly  all,  it  should  be  said,  by  Mr.  Morris 
Ross,  the  managing  editor),  to  the  words  of  other  papers  of 
the  State  and  to  the  efforts  of  individuals,  the  chief  of  which 
have  been  mentioned,  that  were  inspired  by  these  appeals. 

Zhc  School  CbilJsren  an^  tbe  Jfun^ 

Late  in  March  a  very  noteworthy  addition  was  made  to  the 
fund;  thiswas  the  balance  remaining  of  the  "penny  fund  "raised 
by  the  school  children  of  the  State  for  the  educational  exhibit 
at  the  Columbian  Exposition.  The  suggestion  that  the  balance 
be  transferred  to  the  fund  was  first  made  some  months  before 
by  Mr.  R.  D.  Smith,  and  this  was  promptly  seconded  by  others. 
In  December  the  County  Superintendents'  Association  had  taken 
action,  as  the  following  communication,  addressed  to  the  ofH- 
cers  of  the  Board  of  World's  Fair  Managers,  shows; 


"Hon.  Claude  Matthews,  Governor;  Prof.  John  L.  Campbell, 
President  of  the  Board  of  World's  Fair  Managers;  Hon. 
Fred  J.  Hayden,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  World's  Fair 
Managers  : 

"Gentlemen — At  a  meeting  of  the  County  Superinten- 
dents' Association,  held  at  the  State-house,  in  Indianapolis, 
December  27,  1894,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  offered  and  unanimously  adopted; 

"Whekeas,  The  World's  Fair  Managers  of  Indiana  gave 
their  sanction  to  a  plan  and  authorized  the  County  Superin- 
tendents and  teachers  of  the  State  to  collect  from  the  school 
children  and  school  officials  a  'penny  fund,'  with  which  to  aid 
Indiana  in  making  a  'school  exhibit'  at  the  World 's  Columbian 
Exposition;  and, 

"Whereas,  There  now  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer an  unexpended  balance  of  $463.37  of  said  fund, 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  association  that  the 
said  balance  should  be  applied  to  the  battleship  fund  now 
being  raised  for  the  purpose  of  equipping  the  battleship  Indi- 
ana with  a  silver  set. 

"Resolved,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  furnished 
the  Governor  and  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  World's 
Fair  Managers,  that  they  may  act  accordingly. 

[Signed]  "F.  M.  Searles, 

"Secretary   Couiiti/   Supfi-intendents'  Association." 


In  March  this  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  the  President  and  the  Treasurer  were  authorized  to 
turn  the  money  over  to  the  fund.  The  President's  letter  trans- 
mitting the  warrant  was  as  follows  : 

"  Indianapolis,  Inc.,  March  29,  1895. 

"iMr.  Charles  R.  Williams,  Editor  Indianapolis  News: 

"  Dear  Sir — I  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  to  you  a 
warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  World's  Fair 
Managers  for  Indiana,  Hon.  F.  J.  Hayden,  for  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents 
($463,37),  as  a  contribution  from  the  school  children  of  In- 
diana to  the  fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  silver  service 
for  the  United  States  battleship  Indiana. 

"  This  sum  is  the  unused  remainder  of  the  '  penny  fund  ' 
which  was  collected  by  the  Committee  on  Education  from  the 
school  children  of  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  Educational  De- 
partment of  Indiana  at  the  Columbian  Exposition,  and  forms 
no  part  of  the  State  appropriations. 

"The  Committee  on  Education,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  has  authorized  me  to  make  this  dispo- 
sition of  the  unused  remainder  of  the  fund  at  its  disposal  with 
the  following  conditions  imposed  : 

"First — That  a  proper  recognition  of  the  donation  as 
coming  from  the  school  children  of  the  State  shall  be  made  in 
the  selection  and  marking  of  a  portion  of  the  service. 


"Second — That  the  selection  and  marking  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  Hon.  Claude  Matthews,  Governor  of 
Indiana. 

"  Third — That  the  money  hereby  contributed  shall  be  re- 
turned to  Hon.  F.  J.  Hayden,  Treasurer,  if  the  said  silver 
service  is  not  purchased. 

"  Very  respectfully, 

"  J.  L.  Campbell, 

'Tre.^ident  of  the  Board  of  World'.^  Fair  Managers  for  Indiana." 

Thus  all  the  school  children  of  the  State  have  a  part  in  the 
service,  and  the  most  beautiful  piece  is  inscribed  as  their  gift. 

Benjamin  Ibarrison  Contributes  anD  Comments 

On  May  14,  ex-President  Harrison  added  a  hundred  dol- 
lars to  the  sum  with  the  following  letter: 

"LvDiANAPOLis,  Ind.,  May  14,  1895. 
"To  the  Editor  of  The  Indianapolis  News: 

"I  inclose  you  my  check,  to  the  order  of  Mr.  Richards, 
for  $100,  to  be  added  to  the  fund  being  raised  for  the  purchase 
of  a  silver  service  for  the  battleship  Indiana. 

"I  hope  the  amount  yet  necessary  will  be  speedily  contrib- 
uted by  our  citizens. 

"The  ship  is  a  noble  one;  no  better  fighting  ship  is  afloat; 
and  our  people  should  show  their  interest  in  her,  and  their  ap- 
preciation of  the  fact  that  she  bears  the  name  of  our  State. 
"Very  truly  yours, 

"Benjamin  Harkison." 


Zbe  ifun&  is  llncreaset)  from  flDani?  Sources 

May  21,  Mr.  John  H.  Holliday,  President  of  the  Union 
Trust  Company,  forwarded  a  hundred  dollars,  as  subscribed  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  his  company,  this  amount  turning 
the  $5,000  mark.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  Knights  of 
Pythias,  soon  after  subscribed  a  hundred  dollars.  Mr.  Leroy 
J.  Pattv,  of  Carmel,  lud.,  a  prominent  member  of  this  society, 
at  the  same  time  turned  over  to  the  fund  thirty-five  dollars  due 
him  from  the  Grand  Lodge  for  special  services. 

There  remained  now  $2,500  to  be  raised.  Major  C.  T. 
Doxey,  of  Anderson,  one  of  the  best  known  men  of  Indiana, 
sent  $125,  saying  he  should  like  to  do  a  little  bit  better  than 
the  largest  individual  subscription,  which,  to  that  time,  was 
a  hundred  dollars.  On  the  heels  of  this  pleasant  announce- 
ment, Dr.  J.  Livingston  Thompson  promptly  subscribed  fifty 
dollars  more,  making  his  sum  $150,  with  the  expressed  wish 
that  somebody  would  do  better. 

In  these  days — the  early  summer  of  1895 — small  subscrip- 
tions were  continually  coming  in,  one  of  the  many  editorials 
in  The  News  at  this  time,  reading  thus: 

"We  have  the  pleasure  of  again  recording  the  enterprise 
of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  in  behalf  of  State  pride  and  patri- 
otism. Silliman  Lodge,  No.  66,  of  Rockville,  and  Greensburg 
Lodge,  No.  148,  each  forwards  a  subscription.  To  have 
churches,  schools,  societies  and  fraternities,  boards  of  trade, 
G.  A.  R.  posts,  militia  companies  and  all  the  numberless  com- 


binations  in  which  men  find  themselves  represented  in  a  re- 
sponse of  this  kind,  is  to  increase  its  significance  greatly." 

This  enumeration  is  typical  of  the  sources  from  which 
contributions  continued  to  come  in.  But  belonging  rather 
to  the  kind  of  effort  exemplified  by  Major  Doxey  and  Dr. 
Thompson,  there  came  at  this  time  an  additional  sum  from 
Peter  Lieber,  at  Diisseldorf,  of  ten  dollars,  which  he  desired 
to  add  to  his  first  contribution  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Late 
in  July,  1895,  just  thirteen  months  after  the  beginning  of  the 
movement,  The  News  contained  an  editorial  of  which  extracts 
follow  : 

"There  are  two  communications  in  this  paper  (among 
many  others)  to  which  we  call  especial  attention.  One  is 
from  the  Brotherhood  of  Painters  and  Decorators,  Union  No. 
47,  located  in  this  city.  It  forwards  as  this  union's  contribu- 
tion to  the  battleship  fund  a  check  for  ten  dollars.  The  union 
uses  a  happy  phrase.  It  asks  the  contribution  to  be  '  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  Painters'  Union  No.  47,  of  Indianapolis.' 
There  is  a  large  truth  in  that.  It  is  indeed  to  the  credit  of 
this  union.  It  will  be  greatly  to  its  credit.  It  speaks  not  for 
the  amount,  but  for  many  times  the  amount  in  the  patriotic 
impulse,  the  State  pride  and  the  determination  which  these 
workiugmen  show  in  their  organized  capacity  to  be  represented 
among  the  citizens  of  Indiana  in  a  gracious  gift  of  this  kind. 
The  old  phrase  can  be  most  truly  applied  to  this  case — it  is 
not  the  gift  but  the  giving.  But  better  than  the  sum,  far 
better,  is  the  spirit  that  is  back  of  it.     The  fine  impulse  that 


moves  these  men,  without  any  solicitation,  to  take  cognizance 
of  this  thing  and  to  come  forward  as  one  of  the  patrons  and 
creators  of  this  contribution  is  noteworthy  as  well  as  significant. 
"  It  is  our  good  fortune  also  to  call  especial  attention  to 
the  other  communication,  which  is  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Business  Men's  Association  of  Evansville.  It  conveys  one 
hundred  dollars  to  the  battleship  fund.  But  in  addition  to 
this,  Evansville  has  contributed  two  hundred  and  fifty-four 
dollars,  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars, 
and  it  accompanied  its  contribution  with  the  cash.  It  was 
only  Monday  that,  in  speaking  to  this  subject,  we  said  that  we 
ought,  perhaps,  to  have  two  hundred  dollars  from  Lafayette 
and  twice  that  from  Evansville.  Within  twenty-four  hours 
Evansville  had  paid  in  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars, 
and,  it  might  be  said,  without  any  great  concerted  effort,  and 
at  a  time  when  many  of  the  most  generous  givers  of  the  town 
were  away.  Another  notable  feature  of  the  Evansville  contri- 
bution is,  that  in  the  solicitation  not  one  refusal  was  met  with."

In  August  of  this  year  there  came  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  Prof.  Howard  Sandison,  of  Terre  Haute,  a  collec- 
tion taken  up  at  the  Teachers'  Institute  of  Daviess  county. 
Through  Mr.  Sandison's  initiative,  several  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes in  the  State  have  part  in  this  subscription,  adding  another 
phase  to  its  wonderfully  representative  character. 


Meanwhile  Col.  Wm.  R.  Holloway  (Secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee, as  afterward  appointed  by  the  Governor),  visited  sev- 
eral of  the  towns  in  the  State,  organizing  and  bringing  to  a 
focus  the  sentiment  which  had  already  found  various  expres- 
sions, with  the  result  as  noted  in  the  subscription  under  the 
names  of  different  towns.  This  stage  of  the  work  is  reflected 
in  the  following  extract  from  an  editorial  in  The  News,  Septem- 
ber 25,  1895: 

"We  print  elsewhere  a  communication  from  Muncie, 
which  forwards  $243.50  for  the  fund  for  the  Battleship  Indi- 
AN.\.  This  has  been  exceeded  by  only  three  cities — Evans- 
ville,  which  raised  .$357;  and  Terre  Haute  and  Ft.  Wayne,  each 
of  which  raised  .|268.  Logansport  raised  $197;  Anderson,  $187; 
Richmond,  $73.50;  South  Bend,  $96.12;  Lafayette,  $77; 
Kokomo,  $53.50,  and  La  Porte,  $28.90.  Assuming  that  the 
Indianapolis  subscription  will  complete  the  $8,000,  there  has 
been  raised  in  bits  from  $150  down  to  five  cents,  in  round 
numbers,  more  than  $5,500.  The  State  contributes  $2,000, 
and  the  'penny  fund'  of  the  World's  Fair,  $463.67,  making  a 
total  of  $2,463.67  contributed  independently  of  individual  re- 
source." 

^be  1n&ianapolis  IBoart)  of  ZTraDe  Completes  tbe  funD 

There  had  gone  forward  meanwhile,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Indianapolis  Board  of  Trade,  through  the  committee  it  had 
appointed,  a  collection  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  which 
amounted  to  more  than  a  thousand  dollars,  as  the  following 
letter  shows: 


"  Indianapolis,  October  7,  1895. 
"To  the  Governing  Committee  of  the  Indianapolis  Board  of  Trade: 
"Gentlemen — Your  committee,  appointed  to  devise  means 
of  raising  the  remainder  required  with  which  to  purchase  a 
silver  service  and  library  for  the  battleship  Indiana,  would 
respectfully  report  that  sub-committees  were  appointed,  and 
with  their  help  the  sum  of  one  thousand  one  and  30-100  dol- 
lars ($1,001.30),  exclusive  of  the  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
subscribed  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  was  raised.  Including  this 
amount  your  committee  is  now  prepared  to  turn  over  to  the 
proper  parties  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  one  and  30-100  dol- 
lars ($1,101.30),  which  we  are  happy  to  state  completes  the 
fund,  and  will  enable  the  citizens  of  Indiana  to  present  to  the 
battleship  named  in  honor  of  our  State  a  silver  service  and 
library  worthy  of  the  great  Hoosier  State,  and  thus  testify  their 
appreciation  of  the  honor  that  has  been  conferred  upon  them.

The  Board  of  Trade's  collection  raised  the  total  of  the 
popular  subscriptions  (with  the  "penny  fund"  balance)  to 
more  than  six  thousand  dollars.  Thus,  with  the  amount  ap- 
propriated by  the  Legislature  now  available,  the  fund  proposed 
at  the  outset  had  been  raised,  and  more  too.  Further  effort 
to  secure  subscriptions  was  thereupon  discontinued,  but  con- 
tributions still  came  in  from  time  to  time,  as  notably  in  October 
a  subscription  of  one  hundred  dollars  by  cable  from  the  direc- 
tors of  the  Indianapolis  Brewing  Company,  meeting  in  London. 
The  money  was  rapidly  collected,  hardly  a  subscriber  failing 
to  respond.  As  soon  as  the  money  actually  collected  amounted 
to  six  thousand  dollars,  Auditor  Daily  and  State  Treasurer 
Soholz  were  called  upon,  and  the  Columbian  Fair  balance  was 
paid  over  to  the  fund.  This  turned  out  to  be  not  quite  the 
two  thousand  dollars  specified  in  the  concurrent  resolution, 
but  it  amounted  to  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen 
dollars  and  twenty  cents  ($1,814.20). 

Zhc  Committee  is  jformeb 

The  money  was  in  hand.  The  part  undertaken  by  The 
Xeu's  was  completed.  The  subscribers  themselves  were  now 
called  upon  to  finish  the  work.  They  were  asked  to  meet  at 
the  Governor's  parlors  in  the  State-house,  on  October  15,  to 
take  the  necessary  action.     A  large  number  came  together  at 


the  appointed  time.  Governor  Matthews  was  made  Chairman 
and  Col.  Wm.  R.  Holloway,  Secretary.  Charles  R.  Williams, 
editor  of  The  News,  reported  briefly  that  the  subscription  was 
completed,  and  the  money  in  bank  ready  to  be  turned  over  to 
the  committee  as  soon  as  it  should  be  appointed.  He  suggested 
that  the  meeting  decide  on  the  size  of  the  committee  and  leave 
the  appointment  to  the  Governor,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
meeting  he  embodied  his  suggestion  in  a  motion  that  the  Gov- 
ernor be  authorized  to  appoint  a  grand  committee  of  twenty- 
five  subscribers,  of  which  he  should  be,  ex  officio,  chairman, 
such  committee  to  have  the  power  to  appoint  sub-committees 
and  to  enlarge  its  number  if  it  were  found  desirable;  and  to  be 
intrusted  with  the  expenditure  of  the  fund,  the  selection  of 
the  design  and  all  matters  pertaining  thereto.  The  motion 
was  unanimously  adopted.  Governor  Matthews  announced  that 
he  would  appoint  the  committee  at  a  later  date,  and  the  meet- 
ing adjourned. 

With  the  publication  of  the  complete  subscription  list, 
which  was  made  by  The  News  four  days  later,  on  October  19, 
1895,  not  quite  sixteen  months  from  the  time  it  began  the 
subscription,  The  News  in  an  editorial  recited  the  general 
character  of  the  work,  as  has  been  fully  set  out  above,  con- 
cluding as  follows  : 

"The  list,  which  is,  after  all,  not  a  long  one,  will  well 
repay  careful  scrutiny.  In  addition  to  its  representing  the 
people  and  the  school  children  of  the  State  in  the  two  sums 
mentioned,   it  represents  individuals  from  every  part  of  the 


State,  from  some  of  the  best-known  citizens  to  children  who 
contributed  a  few  pennies.  It  represents  the  officials  of  the 
State  from  the  Governor  to  mayors  and  subordinate  officers. 
In  all  of  the  complex  organization  of  modern  life,  it  would 
seem  that  few  of  the  associations  in  which  men  are  gathered 
are  unrepresented  here.  Moreover,  except  as  already  noted,  the 
fund  has  come  without  personal  solicitation  or  appeal,  but  as 
the  voluntary  and  spontaneous  gift  of  citizens,  individually, 
and  in  their  many  associations,  as  already  outlined.  There 
was  nowhere  any  importunity  ;  no  fairs  and  solicitations  of 
similar  kind,  which  have  been  considered  almost  an  inevitable 
concomitant  of  a  great  subscription,  were  needed  in  this  case. 
The  sums  flowed  from  the  enthusiasm,  enterprise,  pride  and 
patriotism  of  the  people  of  Indiana.  Nothing  more  creditable 
than  this  to  the  good  name  of  the  State  has  been  done. 

"The  greatest  ship  of  our  new  navy,  and  believed  to  be 
the  most  powerful  ship  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  bears  the  name 
of  our  State.  Following  a  gracious  custom,  Indiana  has  hon- 
ored her  namesake  in  keeping ;  as  it  is  the  greatest  ship,  so 
Indiana  has  raised  the  greatest  subscription,  for  it  passes  by 
some  thousand  dollars  the  subscription  raised  by  the  Empire 
State  for  the  cruiser  "  New  York,"  and  no  subscription,  we  are 
sure,  has  been  more  representative  than  this,  and  none  so  en- 
tirely expressive  of  the  voluntary  sentiment  and  free  impulse 
of  the  people.  It  is  a  great  work,  greatly  done.  The  people 
of  Indiana  have  justified  the  confidence  which   The  News  ex- 


pressed  in  their  temper,  their  kindliness  and  their  pride.     They 
have  honored  themselves. 

"This  enterprise  has  now  reached  the  place  where  this 
paper  lays  down  its  work.  Our  work  as  a  distinct  part  ceases 
and  is  merged  in  the  whole.  We  have  been  the  means  of  en- 
abling the  people  of  Indiana  to  do  an  act,  and  to  do  it  well, 
that  reflects  increasing  honor  on  our  goodly  State.  We 
undertook  it  simply  as  one  influence  in  the  life  of  the  people. 
A  thing  of  this  kind  was  everybody's  business,  and,  there- 
fore, likely  to  become  nobody's  business.  It  was  necessary,  if 
it  was  to  be  done,  and  done  as  it  should  be  done,  that  someone 
should  make  it  his  business.  Tlie  News  made  it  its  business. 
It  became  the  means  and  medium  of  calling  the  attention  of 
the  people  to  it,  and  this,  as  we  said  at  first  and  have  never 
ceased  to  say,  was  all  that  was  necessary  to  do  the  work.  Our 
faith  has  been  confirmed  by  the  work.  All  honor  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Indiana."

jEiecutivc  dommittee  1Rame^  and  Morh  Begun 

The  grand  committee  met  at  the  State-house,  October  25, 
nearly  all  of  the  members  being  present,  and  completed  its  or- 
ganization by  electing  John  H.  Holliday  Treasurer,  and  Will- 
iam R.  Holloway  Secretary. 


A  general  discussioo  then  ensued  with  relation  to  the  best 
disposition  of  the  fund.  It  was  decided  that  the  proposed 
library  should  be  limited  to  a  selection  of  books  by  representa- 
tive Indiana  authors  and  of  books  relating  to  Indiana.  This 
decision  was  determined  by  the  fact  that  the  Government  places 
an  admirable  general  library  on  every  man-of-war.  Thus  the 
greatest  part  of  the  fund  would  be  left  for  the  proposed  silver 
service,  which  the  committee  desired  should  be  conspicuous 
by  reason  of  artistic  workmanship,  and  should,  in  its  orna- 
mentation, have  features  distinctively  representative  of  the 
State.  To  carry  out  the  details  of  the  work  in  hand  it  was  de- 
cided that  it  would  be  well  to  create  an  executive  committee. 
This  committee  was  to  consist  of  the  three  ofiScers  of  the  grand 
committee  and  six  others  to  be  appointed  by  the  chairman.  A 
few  days  later  Governor  Matthews  announced  this  committee, 
as  follows:

The  Executive  Committee  met  November   15,   and  com- 
pleted its  organization  by  choosing  Charles  R.  Williams  as  Vice- 


Chairman.  The  first  matter  to  be  decided  was  the  general 
character  of  the  proposed  silver  service,  the  number  of  pieces 
and  their  purpose,  and  then  to  agree  on  a  plan  of  securing 
designs  and  estimates  from  the  leading  silversmiths  of  the 
country.  Information  was  laid  before  the  committee  in  regard 
to  services  presented  to  other  naval  ships,  together  with  sug- 
gestions from  Admiral  Brown  of  the  Navy. 

After  prolonged  discussion  the  committee  directed  that 
tke  vice-chairman  should  visit  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and 
New  York  to  consult  with  the  chief  silversmiths  of  those  cities 
in  regard  to  the  number  and  character  of  the  pieces  that  should 
constitute  the  proposed  service,  and  also  to  get  such  other  in- 
formation as  would  be  useful  to  the  committee. 

Designs  anJ)  ffii&s  1Invite& 

The  visit  was  made  early  in  December.  After  hearing 
Mr.  Williams's  report,  the  chairman  was  instructed  to  address 
a  letter  to  the  principal  silversmiths  of  the  country  specifying 
the  pieces  desired,  and  inviting  them  to  submit  under  cipher 
designs  and  bids.     The  letter  concluded  with  these  words: 

"The  committee  has  few  specific  suggestions  to  make  as 
to  the  character  of  the  designs.  In  general,  it  may  say  that  it 
has  no  craving  for  bigness  or  gorgeousness  or  overornamenta- 
tion.  It  does  not  believe  that  anchors  and  ropes  and  other 
hackneyed  and  commonplace  motives  of  decoration  are  abso- 
lutely essential.  What  it  seeks  is  graceful  outlines,  with  a 
dignified  and  thoroughly  artistic  scheme  of  decoration.     Each 


piece  should  somewhere  bear  a  reproduction  of  our  State  seal, 
as  the  State  has  no  coat  of  arms.  And  if  practicable,  as  the 
committee  believes  it  will  be,  the  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Monument  should  be  drawn  upon  for  decorative  mo- 
tives. The  State  is  famous  for  its  hardwood  forests — black 
walnut,  oak,  maple,  sycamore,  beech,  etc.;  corn  and  wheat 
flourish  as  in  few  other  States  ;  the  wild  rose,  golden  rod  and 
asters  brighten  every  field  and  wayside.  Perhaps  in  some  of 
them  are  decorative  motives." 

EJesiQns  HccepteD  anD  Contract  Xet 

The  designs  and  bids  were  to  be  submitted  by  February  1. 
Six  houses  entered  the  competition:  The  Gorham  Co.,  The 
Whiting  Co.,  Dominick  &  Haff,  and  Tiffany  &  Co.,  all  of  New 
York;  The  Bailey,  Banks  &  Biddle  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  and 
Samuel  Kirk  &  Son,  of  Baltimore.  The  Executive  Committee 
met  at  the  Governor's  parlors  February  5,  and  spent  nearly 
the  whole  day  in  the  careful  examination  of  the  designs. 
Three  sets  of  designs  were  agreed  upon  as  superior  to  the 
others,  and  of  these  one  was  unanimously  selected  as  prefera- 
ble, if  slight  changes  could  be  secured.  When  the  ciphers 
were  opened  it  was  found  that  the  winning  designs  were  those 
of  Tiffany  A  Co.,  and  the  other  two  sets  the  work  respectively 
of  Dominick  &  Haff  and  Samuel  Kirk  &  Son.  The  Executive 
Committee  thereupon  adopted  the  following  resolution  : 


"Resolved,  That  Vice-Chaimian  Charles  R.  Williams  be 
requested  to  visit  New  York,  to  confer  with  Tiffany  &  Co.,  and 
request  that  they  make  such  modificatioDS  in  their  proposition 
to  furnish  a  silver  service  for  the  battleship  Indiana,  as  to  the 
number  of  pieces,  designs,  weights  and  price  as  the  said  Will- 
iams may  suggest,  and  should  the  said  Tiffany  &  Co.  agree  to 
said  changes,  Charles  R.  Williams  is  hereby  authorized  to  sign 
a  contract  on  behalf  of  this  committee  with  said  Tiffany  & 
Co.,  for  the  manufacture  of  a  set  of  silver  service." 

Mr.  Williams  visited  New  York  within  the  next  few  days 
and  found  Tiffany  &  Co.  willing  to  make  all  the  modifications 
which  had  seemed  desirable  to  the  committee.  Thereupon  the 
contract  was  completed  and  the  work  on  the  service  was  imme- 
diately begun.  The  service  was  finished  in  July;  it  was  ex- 
hibited by  Tiffany  &  Co.  for  a  few  days  at  their  store  in  Union 
Square,  where  it  attracted  great  attention  and  praise;  it  was 
then  exhibited  early  in  August  in  Indianapolis,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Julius  Walk  &  Son,  at  the  store  of  Albert  Gall,  where 
it  was  admired  by  all  that  saw  it. 

Zbc  presentation  of  tbe  Service 

The  presentation  of  the  service  and  the  library  was  made 
on  board  the  Indiana  in  New  York  bay,  off  Tompkinsville, 
September  21,  1896.  A  party  of  ludianians  composed  of  men 
belonging  to  the  grand  committee  or  to  the  Governor's  staff, 
with  members  of  their  families  or  guests,  went  on  to  New  York 
to  be  present  on  that  occasion.     In  the  party  were  :     Governor

William  R.  HoUoway  ;  Charles  R.  Williams,  Miss  Lucy  L.

Clem  Studebaker,  South  Bend  ;  Major  C.  T.  Doxey,  Mrs.  Doxey 
and  Mrs.  Kinnard,  of  Anderson  ;  the  Hon.  S.  P.  Sheerin  and 
Mrs.  Sheerin,  of  Logansport ;  Mr.  T.  S.  Blish,  of  Seymour; 
Adjutant-General  Irvin  Robbins  and  Mrs.  Robbing,  Colonel 
William  Foor  and  Mrs.  Foor,  Surgeon-General  R.  French 
Stone,  Colonel  James  B.  Curtis,  Lieutenant-Colonel  John  H. 
Murphy,  Mrs.  Murphy  and  Miss  Florence  Coffin,  Colonel 
James  R.  Ross  and  Mrs.  Ross,  all  of  Indianapolis  ;  and  Majors 
A.  B.  Mewhinney  and  George  W.  Gagg,  of  Terre  Haute. 
There  joined  the  party  at  New  York,  Ex-President  Harrison 
and  Mrs.  Harrison;  Rear- Admiral  George  Brown,  Mrs.  Brown 
and  George  Brown,  Jr.;  Lieutenant-Colonel  Thomas  Defrees 
and  several  Indiana  people  resident  at  New  York  or  who  hap- 
pened to  be  there. 

The  Navy  department  detailed  the  dispatch  boat  "  Dol- 
phin "  to  take  the  party  to  the  Indiana.  The  "Dolphin" 
was  boarded  shortly  after  ten  o'clock  off  the  West  Thirty-fourth 
street  dock,  Mr.   Harrison  being  welcomed  with    a    salute  of 


twenty-one  guns.  Captain  Clover  and  Assistant-Secretary 
McAdoo  did  the  honors.  The  "  Dolphin  "  steamed  down  the 
bay  and  passed  between  the  ships  of  the  White  Squadron  which 
lay  at  anchor  in  two  lines  off  Tompkinsville.  There  were  the 
"New  York,"  the  flagship  of  the  squadron,  which  fired  a 
salute  of  seventeen  guns  in  honor  of  the  assistant-secretary, 
the  "Maine,"  "  Indiana,"  "Columbia,"  "Raleigh,"  "Mont- 
gomery "  and  "  Massachusetts."  On  all,  the  officers  and  men 
were  drawn  up  in  line  and  the  bands  played  as  the  "  Dolphin" 
went  by.  The  "Dolphin"  passed  on  through  the  Narrows 
into  the  lower  bay  to  give  the  landsmen  a  real  taste  of  salt  air, 
and  not  far  from  Sandy  Hook  dropped  anchor,  when  a  delicious 
luncheon  was  served.  After  that  the  "  Dolphin  "  turned  about 
and  came  back  to  the  Indiana,  her  arrival  being  welcomed  by  a 
general  salute  of  seventeen  guns  from  all  the  ships  of  the 
squadron.  General  and  Mrs.  Harrison,  Governor  Matthews 
and  family  and  Admiral  Brown  and  wife  were  first  transferred 
to  the  Indiana,  where  they  were  received  by  Captain  Evans, 
Lieutenant-Commander  Swift  and  other  oflBcers.  The  other 
members  of  the  party  were  rapidly  transferred.  On  board  the 
Indiana  were  Rear-Admiral  Bunce  and  nearly  all  the  oflScers 
of  the  squadron.  The  marines  were  in  line  and  all  the  men  of 
the  crew  were  massed  on  the  after-deck.  There  the  silver 
service  was  seen,  displayed  upon  the  stars  and  stripes.  About 
this  the  whole  company  gathered  when  Governor  Matthews 
stepped  forward  and  made  the  presentatioH  speech. 


(Bovernor  flDattbews'e  Speech 

"  Captain  Evans — We  are  here  to-day  representing  the 
citizens  of  a  great  inland  State,  to  greet  you  on  the  sea,  and 
to  express,  in  part,  a  grateful  recognition  of  an  honor  con- 
ferred upon  the  State,  which  justly  holds  our  loyal  devotion. 
Indiana  felt  truly  honored  when  this  magnificent  vessel  and 
powerful  engine  of  war  was  christened  with  her  name,  and  yet 
with  pardonable  pride  we,  citizens  of  Indiana,  feel  that  she 
could  wear  upon  her  massive  sides  or  float  from  her  masthead 
no  prouder  name.      [Cheers.] 

"A  great  ship,  a  triumph  of  the  ingenuity  of  man, 
should  well  be  coupled  with  a  great  State,  whose  greatness  rests 
upon  the  generous  gifts  of  God,  and  their  wise  development 
and  ennobling  use  by  man. 

"  To  you,  sir,  as  commander,  we  bring  this  tribute  of  our 
people,  so  truly  expressive  of  their  culture,  their  generosity 
and  their  patriotism,  and  we  beg  you  to  accept  it  for  the  good 
ship  Indi.\n.v,  for  the  use  of  yourself,  your  officers  and  those 
who  may  worthily  come  after  you,  to  walk  these  decks  beneath 
the  flag  of  the  free  American  citizen,  whether  upon  the  land 
or  upon  the  sea. 

"  For  this  gift  was  prompted  and  encouraged  by  the  high- 
est sense  of  patriotism,  contributed  as  it  was  by  toilers  on  the 
farm  and  in  the  workshop,  by  men  in  the  professions,  by  citi- 
zens of  every  vocation,  high  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  and  last, 
but  not  least,  by  the  children  of  our  schools,  where  early  are 


taught  the  lessons  of  a  sublime  devotion  to  country,  a  supreme 
reverence  for  its  laws  and  its  flag. 

"  It  may  be  appropriate  to  speak  a  brief  word  on  this  occa- 
sion to  you — whose  great  misfortune  it  is  not  to  have  been  a 
child  of  Indiana,  and  which  you  doubtless  appreciate, — about 
the  great  State  we  'hail  from,'  and  in  the  achievements  of 
which  our  hearts  are  filled  with  just  and  pardonable  pride. 
Indiana,  in  the  central  part  of  that  vast  domain  we  call  our 
common  country,  and  to-day  the  center  of  population,  is, 
through  soil  and  climate  and  position  in  the  highway  of  prog- 
ress, best  located  for  the  highest  physical  and  intellectual 
development.  The  pioneers,  a  sturdy,  manly  race  of  farmers, 
who  first  pierced  the  dense  umbrageous  forests  of  Indiana, 
braving  the  dangers  of  a  new  and  unknown  country,  and  facing 
merciless  foes,  came  with  stout  hearts  and  strong  arms,  the 
advance  guard  in  the  grand  march  of  civilization,  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  an  empire,  and  rear  their  children  in  a  noble 
self-reliant  manhood.  What  a  pathetic  sublimity  in  the  record 
of  their  humble  lives !  And  could  we  but  read  in  full  the 
simple  annals  of  the  earnest  struggle,  the  daily  sufferings  and 
sacrifice,  what  a  glory  would  encircle  the  memory  of  the  men 
and  women  of  that  day  !      [Cheers.] 

"Indiana,  entering  the  sisterhood  of  States  but  eighty 
years  ago,  is  small  in  area  as  compared  with  many  others;  but 
God  has  been  so  bountiful  in  his  blessings  bestowed,  her  soil  is 
so  rich,  that  she  has  long  been  placed  in  the  front  rank  of  agri- 
cultural and  grain-producing  States  through   the  energy,  the 


industry  and  the  enterprise  of  her  sons.  In  other  resources, 
how  rich  and  wonderful — with  the  finest  quality  of  coal  under- 
lying over  six  thousand  square  miles  of  her  territory  ;  the  un- 
excelled building  stone,  evidenced  in  many  splendid  buildings 
in  this  great  metropolis  ;  the  as  yet  unknown  supply  of  gas  and 
oil,  underlying  nearly  one-half  her  area  !  With  great  manu- 
factories and  thriving  cities  springing  up  everywhere  ;  with 
beautiful  lakes  and  rivers,  and  over  7,000  miles  of  railroad, 
and  all  these  intelligently  developed  by  a  wise,  cultured,  in- 
dustrious and  progressive  people — who  could  undertake  to 
paint  the  picture  of  Indiana's  future  ?  With  even  step  have 
her  people  kept  pace  with  this  material  development  in  the 
wisdom  and  humanity  of  her  laws  and  government.  In  no 
State  and  among  no  people  have  been  laid  the  foundations  of 
a  broader  or  more  generous  educational  system,  which  has 
been  copied  in  a  great  degree  by  every  State  following  Indiana 
into  the  Union  of  States. 

"There  is,  too,  a  broad  humanity  in  the  care  of  the  un- 
fortunate and  afflicted,  and  her  ample  and  hospitable  institu- 
tions eloquently  speak  of  the  charity  and  justice  of  her  people. 
I  will  not  weary  you  with  a  review  of  the  achievements  of 
Indiana's  sons  and  daughters  in  all  the  fields  of  literature, 
science  and  art.  And  that  Indiana  does  not  forget  services 
rendered  in  time  of  peril  is  manifested  in  a  beautiful  monu- 
ment, the  grandest  in  our  country,  erected  by  her  grateful 
citizens  to  the  memory  of  the  soldier  and  the  sailor  who  risked 
all  in  defense  of  their  country. 


"When  the  danger  thickened,  and  the  life  of  the  Govern- 
ment, as  founded  by  our  fathers,  was  in  doubt,  the  sons  of  no 
State  responded  more  promptly  to  the  call  of  their  country, 
and  their  blood  stained  the  battlefields  from  Philippi  to  the 
firing  of  the  last  gun,  away  down  on  the  Rio  Grande. 

"The  name  given  to  this  great  battleship  has  been  made 
an  honored  one  by  a  brave,  generous  and  intelligent  people. 
If  true  to  this  name,  we  shall  have  no  fear  for  the  future  of 
the  battleship  Indiana — beautiful  and  majestic  in  peace,  terri- 
ble in  war,  bravely  defending  and  jealously  guarding  the 
safety,  the  honor  and  the  dignity  of  our  country.     [Cheers.] 

"Before  closing,  it  is  just  and  proper  that  he,  who  was 
the  inspiration  of  the  sentiment  which  is  now  fulfilled  to-day 
in  the  presentation  of  this  silver  service,  should  have  that 
credit  due — Mr.  Charles  R.  Williams,  of  The  Indianapolis  News. 
He  gave  unsparingly  and  untiringly  of  his  time  and  labor. 
We  all  in  the  name  of  the  State  rejoice  in  the  success  which 
has  crowned  his  earnest  efforts. 

"  In  conclusion,  no  small  gratification  comes  to  us  that 
this  presentation  may  be  made  at  a  time  when  a  son  of  In- 
diana, Rear-Admiral  Brown,  whom  we  rejoice  to  have  with 
us  to-day,  is  the  ranking  officer  of  this  navy,  and  at  a  time 
when  this  ship  is  in  command  of  one  who  has  at  all  times 
and  on  all  occasions  shown  a  courageous  devotion  to  his  coun- 
try and  a  lofty  fidelity  to  duty.  I  beg  you,  Captain  Evans, 
in  behalf  of  the  people  of  Indiana,  to  accept  this  silver  service 
as  an  expression  of  the  appreciation  of  the  honor  bestowed 
upon  their  State."      [Cheers.]

Cbarlcs  1R.  iKIlilltame's  Speecb 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  speech,  Governor  Matthews  called 
upon  Mr.  Charles  R.  Williams,  who  spoke  as  follows  : 

"Captain  Evans,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen — The  very  kindly 
reference  of  Governor  Matthews  to  my  part  in  the  affair  which 
here  to-day  reaches  its  happy  culmination  is  at  once  very 
embarrassing  and  very  pleasing  to  me.  My  part  throughout 
has  been  one  of  delightful  experiences  and  of  deepening  con- 
sciousness of  the  intensity  of  American  patriotism.  I  have 
looked  forward  to  this  day  with  glad  anticipation.  It  is  one 
of  the  happiest  incidents  in  a  busy  and  laborious  career. 

"  Let  me  say,  however,  that  my  part,  or  rather  our  part, 
to  use  the  editorial  plural,  which  indeed  is  the  appropriate 
form  in  this  connection — our  part,  the  part  played  by  the 
paper  I  edit,  was  only  that  of  a  voice  giving  articulate  expres- 
sion to  the  pride  and  the  appreciation  of  a  great  people  that  so 
staunch  a  warship  should  bear  the  name  of  the  State  they 
honor  and  love.  The  voice  spoke,  the  people  responded,  the 
good  work  was  done.  Without  the  spirit  to  appeal  to,  the 
voice  had  been  a  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness.  The  credit 
is  not  to  the  voice,  except  in  that  it  recognized  opportunity  as 
obligation,  but  to  the  people  whose  spirit  gave  it  glad  accord. 

"  Indiana  is  not  a  mere  geographic  appellation.  It  is  a 
history,  where  devoted  missionaries  follow  her  water-courses 
to  plant  the  cross  among  the  savage  tribes;  where  George 
Rogers  Clark  and  his  little  army  penetrate  the  pathless  wilder- 
ness and  do  heroic  deeds  ;   where  men  from  the  southland  fix 


their  homes  that  they,  for  conscience  sake,  may  free  their  slaves; 
where  men  of  Puritan  strain  from  New  England  and  men  of 
Cavalier  descent  from  Virginia  clasp  hands  to  found  a  common- 
wealth and  mingle  their  blood  to  make  a  race  strong,  sturdy  and 
resourceful.  It  is  a  sentiment.  To  the  sons  and  daughters  of 
that  fair  State,  the  very  mention  of  the  word  brings  a  thrill  of 
patriotic  pride.  It  is  steeped  for  them  in  all  the  tender  asso- 
ciations of  home,  in  the  consciousness  of  all  the  achievements 
of  a  worthy  past,  in  the  prophecies  and  potencies  of  a  splendid 
future.  It  brings  to  them  a  sense  of  the  heroism  of  the  war 
period  when  every  seventh  person  in  the  State  bore  arms  in 
the  strife  for  union  and  freedom.  It  recalls  the  names  of  the 
great  men  that  have  illustrated  the  annals  of  the  State — Clark 
and  Wayne  and  William  Henry  Harrison,  Morton  and  Gresham, 
Hendricks  and  McDonald,  Wallace  and  Riley,  and  first  and 
last — soldier,  orator,  statesman,  citizen — Benjamin  Harrison. 
[Cheers.] 

"  Governor  Matthews  has  dwelt  with  special  emphasis  on 
the  wonderful  material  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  State. 
And  this  is  well,  for  they  bespeak  the  industry  and  thrift  of 
our  people.  And  these  things  too  are  the  necessary  condition 
precedent  in  preparing  the  soil  for  the  finer  flowering  of  the 
things  of  the  spirit.  And  herein  Indiana  is  no  mean  State. 
In  the  things  that  speak  of  the  higher  life  she  has  much 
to  her  credit.  Art  and  architecture,  music  and  social  culture, 
science  and  learning,  literature  and  oratory,  are  sincerely 
cultivated  and  esteemed  as  in  few    parts  of  the  land.      The 


great  story  of  Ben  Hur  circles  the  world  with  its  throng 
of  readers ;  the  poems  of  Riley  sing  themselves  into  the 
hearts  of  all  that  speak  the  English  tongue. 

"  To  us  of  Indiana  the  name  this  great  ship  bears  means 
all  this  and  more.  And  so  out  of  our  love  for  the  name  sprang 
our  pride  and  joy  that  it  should  be  bestowed  on  the  first  great 
battleship  of  the  new  navy.  It  is  a  worthy  name.  May  the 
ship  bear  it  worthily  I  Out  of  our  pride  and  joy  sprang  the  desire 
to  signify  our  appreciation  of  the  honor  to  the  State  in  some 
way  that  should  be  manifest  to  all  that  may  be  of  this  ship. 
It  is  not  the  gift,  therefore,  but  the  giving  that  means  most. 
It  is  not  the  thing  itself,  though  it  be  a  thing  of  beauty  and  so 
will  be  a  joy  forever,  but  the  thought  that  lies  behind  the  thing, 
that  is  significant.  Our  gift  is  an  outward  and  visible  sign  of 
an  inward  and  spiritual  grace  of  patriotism  and  State  pride. 

"  '  Peace  hath  her  victories 
No  less  renowned  than  war.' 

"The  Government,  mindful  of  the  wise  saying  of  Wash- 
ington, '  to  be  prepared  for  war  is  one  of  the  most  effectual 
means  of  preserving  peace,'  has  built  the  great  warships  not 
that  war  may  come  but  that  peace  may  be  insured.  It  has 
mightily  equipped  the  Indiana  that  if  there  should  be  need  to 
strike  she  may  strike  hard  for  victory.  We  of  the  far  inland, 
where  no  shock  of  naval  warfare  can  ever  be  heard,  equip  you 
with  this  superb  artillery  for  peaceful  conquests.  We  are  sure 
that  when  you  direct  this  upon  your  guests  they  will  at  once 
capitulate,  and  that  you  and  they,  for  the  time  being  at  least, 


will  have  no   division  of  sentiment  on  the  silver   question. 
[Laughter  and  Cheers.] 

"  So  through  the  future,  wherever  this  ship  may  ride  at 
anchor,  while  the  glorious  flag  at  the  topmast  speaks  of  the 
common  country  and  the  name  upon  the  prow  recalls  how  the 
Union  is  strong  because  of  the  strength  and  character  of  the 
units  that  compose  it ;  while  her  massive  sides  of  steel  pro- 
claim her  power  of  passive  resistance,  and  these  terrible  deep- 
throated  guns  breathe  of  aggressive  might ;  this  silver  service, 
with  its  artistic  loveliness  of  form  and  its  suggestive  symbolism 
of  ornamentation,  and  these  books  that  throb  with  life  in  all  its 
more  gracious  uses,  that  sing  of  quiet  peace  and  happy  homes, 
shall  bring  to  mind  that  the  system  of  government,  under 
which  life  may  be  so  free  to  develop  and  so  beautiful  in  its 
development,  is  a  system  worth  building  and  maintaining  such 
great  and  powerful  ships  as  this  to  defend  and  to  fight  for. 
While  the  spirit  of  patriotism  which  built  this  ship  and  which 
inspired  this  gift  survives  we  can  be  confident  our  ship  of  state 
will  sail  all  seas  in  safety.  Ship  and  gift  are  material  and 
artistic  embodiment  of  the  prayer  and  faith  of  Longfellow  : 
"  '  Thou,  too,  sail  on,  O  Ship  of  State, 

Sail  on,  O  Union,  strong  and  great. 

Humanity  with  all  its  fears. 

With  all  its  hopes  of  future  years, 

Is  hanging  breathless  on  thy  fate ! 

In  spite  of  rock  and  tempest's  roar. 

In  spite  of  false  lights  on  the  shore. 

Sail  on,  nor  fear  to  breast  the  sea ! 

Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  are  all  with  thee, 

Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  our  prayers,  our  tears. 

Our  faith  triumphant  o'er  our  fears. 

Are  all  with  thee, — are  all  with  thee  ! '  " 
[Cheers.] 


Hssistant^Sccrctar?  nDcH&oo's  Speecb 

The  gift  was  received  on  behalf  of  the  officers  of  the 
Indiana  by  William  McAdoo,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
who  spoke  as  follows  : 

"  I  esteem  it  a  very  great  honor  to  be  allowed  to  speak  for 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  Indiana  in  the  receipt  of  this 
splendid  present.  Here  we  have  a  delegation  of  leading  citizens 
of  one  of  the  great  States  of  the  Union,  occupying  an  impe- 
rial position  in  the  central  West,  and  far  removed  from  the 
seaboard,  headed  by  their  Governor,  present  here  to-day  on 
board  of  this  mighty  engine  of  national  power  to  testify  to 
their  pride  and  interest  in  this  ship,  the  name  she  bears  and 
the  flag  she  carries.  The  spectacle  illustrates  that  this  ship  be- 
longs in  common  to  the  people  of  a  great  country  having  a 
most  extensive  territory,  in  which,  however,  no  part  is  alien 
to  the  other,  and  every  American  is  brother  to  the  other,  and 
we  are  all  children  of  our  common  mother,  the  indestructible 
and  ever  united  republic.  The  people  of  Indiana  demonstrate 
that  they  admire  this  ship  and  love  the  flag  she  carries  no  less 
and  no  more  than  those  of  us  who  live  here  on  the  seaboard, 
and  that  they  and  we  are  the  citizens  of  a  common  country, 
united  in  a  common  interest,  devoted  to  a  common  glory, 
jealous  to  the  same  degree  of  our  national  honor  and  interests, 
devoted  to  the  same  principles  and  animated  by  the  same  lofty 
feelings  of  nationality. 

"The  name  of  this  ship,  the  first  modern  battleship  of 


the  United  States,  was  very  happily  chosen  after  a  State  situ- 
ated geographically  in  the  very  heart  of  our  territory,  a  splen- 
didly typical  American  commonwealth,  rich  in  the  history  of 
heroic  deeds  and  great  names,  and  bearing  witness  to  an 
exalted  patriotism,  whether  on  the  field  of  battle  or  in  the  no 
less  momentous  conflicts  for  the  honor  and  welfare  of  the 
nation  in  times  of  peace. 

"  The  custom  of  naming  these  ships  after  States  and  com- 
munities was  for  a  long  time  one  about  which  men  differed. 
Many  were  in  favor  of  preserving  those  pleasant  sounding  and 
thoroughly  American  Indian  names  which  formerly  studded 
the  Naval  Register,  and  others  thought  that  we  should  have 
made  the  ships  monuments  to  our  national  heroes  by  giving 
to  them  their  names;  but  on  the  whole  I  think  a  very  wise 
course  was  pursued  when  it  was  determined  that  these  names 
should  be  those  largely  of  States  and  communities,  thus  foster- 
ing a  personal  and  local  pride  in  our  new  navy.  There  is  a 
great  deal  in  a  name,  because  even  in  the  most  practical  of 
ages  sentiment  continues  and  will  continue  to  be  a  most  potent 
factor  in  all  human  affairs.  There  is  not  a  coward  on  board 
of  this  ship,  and  I  am  sure  there  never  will  be  one,  but  if  she 
went  into  battle  and  there  was  one  son  of  Indiana  on  board  of 
her  I  am  sure  that  if  he  got  an  opportunity  the  inspiration  of 
her  name  would  make  a  hero  of  him,  and  in  such  a  conflict  I 
know  that  each  of  you  would  feel  a  dear  and  tender  personal 
interest  in  every  man  on  board.  The  naming  of  these  battle- 
ships, too,  after  States  is  a  very  happy  illustration  of  the  basic 


principles  of  our  Republic.  This  ship  at  once  testifies  to  two 
apparently  irreconcilable  forces,  local  sovereignty  and  national 
power — forces  happily  blended  and  indestructibly  fused  in  our 
country.  The  great  State  of  Indiana  proudly  gives  her  name 
to  this  fine  ship  which  represents  the  imperial  strength  of  the 
Republic  on  its  outer  borders  and  says  to  her  :  '  Defend  well 
the  shore  and  we  will  by  our  civic  virtues,  and  if  need  be  by 
our  valor,  preserve  intact  the  honor  and  glory  of  our  country 
on  the  land.  We  are  proud  of  our  State  but  prouder  of  our 
country.'      [Cheers.] 

"  Speaking  for  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Indiana,  I  can 
assure  you  that  they  very  heartily  and  earnestly  appreciate 
this  princely  present,  and  that  they  will  exhibit  it  in  every 
port  where  they  may  go,  at  home  or  abroad,  not  only  for  its 
beauty  and  intrinsic  value,  but  as  an  unanswerable  demon- 
stration of  the  unity  of  our  people,  the  intensity  of  their 
national  feeling,  and  the  just  pride  which  they  have  in  the 
navy  of  the  United  States  ;  exhibiting  through  it  to  the  world 
the  loving  fraternity  and  unsectional  devotion  which  permeate 
the  domain  of  the  Republic  and  make  our  people,  whether  in 
the  center  or  on  the  sea,  one  in  hearty  desire  and  honest  aims 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  country,  the  preservation  of  its 
honor,  the  maintenance  of  its  dignity  and  the  assertion  of  its 
rights. 

"  The  ship  is  worthy  of  you  and  your  State.  If  she  has 
any  equal  of  her  tonnage  either  in  offensive  or  defensive 
qualities  it  is  not  known  to  the  naval  experts.     She  is  truly  a 


magnificent  monument  to  the  inventive  genius,  the  earnest 
endeavor,  the  industry  and  skill  of  our  people.  Sherepresents  the 
whole  sum  of  human  knowledge  of  the  mechanic  and  scientific 
arts.  To  produce  this  great  floating  fortress  great  secrets  have 
been  wrested  from  nature  and  every  art  of  man  has  attained 
its  highest  degree.  Her  enormous  battery,  beyond  all  prece- 
dent in  naval  architecture,  may  well  be  taken  as  a  fit  illustra- 
tion of  the  concentrated  energies  of  our  people,  their  quick 
action  and  invincible  determination.  It  has  been  said  in  some 
quarters  that  we  are  not  the  originators  of  this  type  of  ship, 
and  that  we  have  copied  European  models.  This  statement  is 
more  superficial  than  real.  We  are  the  originators  of  all  the 
battleships  of  Europe.  The  "Monitor"  was  the  idea  from 
whence  sprung  the  whole  of  modern  navies.  Recuperating  for 
twenty-five  years  from  the  effects  of  a  tremendous  civil  war, 
the  other  nations  pushed  out  invention  to  its  fullest  limit,  but 
within  a  short  period  of  twelve  years  we  entered  boldly  into 
competition  with  the  acquired  experience  of  twenty-five,  its 
wealth  and  machinery,  and,  without  boasting,  we  to-day  cer- 
tainly can  challenge  comparison  with  the  work  done  in  any 
part  of  Europe,  and  in  this  very  ship  we  have  made  bold  if  not 
startling  and  successful  innovations  upon  all  battleships  here- 
tofore built.  Well  may  you  be  proud  of  her,  as  the  oflicers  and 
men  are  proud  of  you  and  of  your  gift.  You  need  have  no  fears 
for  her  safety  in  peace  or  in  war  under  any  circumstances  or 
in  any  peril,  but  that  from  her  brave  and  battle-scarred  captain 
to  the  youngest  apprentice  boy  on  board  she  will  carry  your  flag 


in  the  path  of  houor  and  glory,  and  will  never  suffer  it  to 
go  down  until  the  last  life  has  been  sacrificed  under  its  folds. 
It  is  your  flag,  it  is  our  flag,  it  is  sacred  in  all  parts  of  our 
land,  as  sacred  as  the  cross  of  Christ  to  the  Christian,  and  we 
shall  live  to  keep  it  free  and  honored,  and  die,  if  necessary, 
to  see  that  it  is  never  lowered  to  any  foe  at  home  or  abroad." 
[Prolonged  cheers.] 

£x*lPre0(C)cnt  Ibarrison's  Speecb 

When  the  cheers  ceased,  in  response  to  a  general  call  Mr. 
Harrison  stepped  forward.  He  was  greeted  with  enthusiastic 
and  prolonged  cheers.  He  spoke  impromptu  but  in  his  hap- 
piest vein,  saying,  in  substance  : 

"  I  am  delighted  to  be  here  and  to  witness  this  magnificent 
spectacle.  I  am  especially  delighted  because  of  the  fact  that 
I  am  a  sort  of  grandfather  to  this  ship.  I  confess  the  fact  the 
more  willingly  because  she  is  so  young  a  ship.  When  I  was 
in  a  position  to  have  some  influence  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  I  told  him  I  wanted  the  best  ship  then  building  to  be 
named  after  Indiana,  and  I  think  he  followed  out  my  wish. 
[Cheers.] 

"A  company  of  Indiana  people  have  come  here  to-day — 
just  those  that  could  get  away — to  express  their  pride  in  this 
ship,  their  love  of  the  flag  and  their  confidence  in  the  men  the 
Indian.\  carries.  This  magnificent  silver  service  pleases  silver 
men    and   gold    advocates    alike.     Governor    Matthews    takes 


pleasure  in  the  sheen  of  the  white  metal,  while  Mr.  Williams 
rejoices  in  the  fact  that  so  much  silver  will  never  reach  the 
mint.  Here  is  free  silver,  Captain  Evans,  and  in  all  that  this 
means  is  Indiana  a  free-silver  State.      [Cheers  and  laughter.] 

"  We  have  wrought  wonders  in  the  building  of  our  navy. 
When  I  was  a  senator  I  recall  with  much  regret  the  partisan 
jealousy  manifested  in  reconstructing  and  rebuilding  the  navy. 
It  mortified  me  then,  and  I  rejoice  now  that  we  have  passed 
that  state  of  affairs,  and  that  congress  does  not  pause  now  to 
consider  whether  we  have  a  Democratic  or  a  Republican  Secre- 
tary, when  asked  to  build  additions  to  our  navy,  out  of  fear  of 
filling  up  the  navy  yards  for  election  purposes.  The  progress 
made  in  our  navy  has  been  amazing.  The  countries  of  Europe 
had  spent  millions  of  dollars  upon  their  navies,  while  we  fell 
behind  for  twenty-five  years  after  our  civil  war.  Now  we  come 
in  to  reap  all  the  benefits  of  the  blunders  and  outlay  of  those 
countries.  We  have  marched  up  to  them,  until  we  now  stand 
abreast  of  the  greatest  naval  constructions  of  the  world.  Who 
says  we  shall  not  go  beyond  them? 

"There  are  navies  in  the  Old  World  greater  than  ours, 
and  there  probably  always  will  be.  England  has  set  herself 
the  enormous  task  of  keeping  her  naval  strength  as  great  as 
that  of  any  three  European  powers  combined.  She  needs 
such  a  navy  because  her  army  is  small,  and  because  she 
must  look  out  for  her  numerous  colonies  and  her  great  com- 
mercial interests  in  all  parts  of  the  globe. 

"  We  do  not  need  so  large  a  navy,  but  we  do  need  a  power- 


ful  navy.  We  are  a  commercial  people,  and  our  commerce  is 
extending.  Our  people  are  scattered  all  over  the  earth.  "We 
send  missionaries  to  far-off  lands.  We  must  take  care  of 
them.  We  must  have  ships  to  speak  of  our  power  at  home, 
and  when  necessary  the  commanders  must  clear  their  decks 
for  action  to  protect  our  citizens  from  outrages. 

"Our  foreign  policy  has  been  a  sentimental  one;  our 
sympathies  have  gone  out  to  every  suffering  people  fighting  for 
freedom.  But  we  are  not  going  to  seize  other  people's  terri- 
tory; we  are  not  a  nation  of  filibusters.  But  other  nations 
are  doing  so;  the  world  is  not  big  enough  for  them.  They 
are,  on  one  pretense  or  another,  appropriating  the  territories 
of  the  weak  powers  and  tribes.  But  there  is  a  hemisphere 
here  in  which  we  have  an  interest.  We  can  not  consent  that 
it  shall  be  sliced  up  and  divided  among  the  great  European 
powers  as  Africa  has  been.  Our  people  are  holding  congresses 
of  arbitration.  This  is  all  very  well,  but  have  you  not  noticed 
that  demands  for  fixed  sums  as  indemnity  for  supposed  in- 
juries are  never  made  upon  a  country  that  has  battleships  like 
this  ?  How  these  ships  do  enforce  a  diplomatic  note !  We 
must  get  out  into  the  seas  everywhere  and  look  after  our  citi- 
zens, and  protect  and  extend  our  commerce." 

Mr.  Harrison  then  proposed  "  three  cheers  for  the  good 
ship,  the  officers  and  men,  and  the  flag  above  her,"  and  the 
cheers  were  heartily  given. 


Then  Captain  Evans  stepped  forward,  saying  :  "  My  lads, 
three  cheers  for  the  men  who  gave  us  this  silver,"  and  the 
Indiana  resounded  with  the  lusty  shouts  of  the  gallant  crew. 

The  guests  were  then  taken  on  a  tour  of  inspection  over  the 
ship,  after  which  they  were  transported  to  the  "Dolphin," 
which  conveyed  them  back  to  New  York. 

letter  of  (Bift 

In  making  the  presentation  Governor  Matthews  handed 
to  Captain  Evans  a  formal  letter  of  gift,  a  copy  of  which  follows  : 

"  Indianapolis,  Sept.  21,  1896. 
"Captain  Robley  D.  Evans,  Commanding  U.  S.  Battleship  Indiana: 
"  Dear  Sik — In  the  name  of  the  committee  selected  to  rep- 
resent the  subscribers  to  the  purchase  fund,  I  have  the  honor 
herewith  formally  to  present  through  you  to  the  battleship 
Indiana  the  silver  service  and  the  collection  of  books  by  In- 
diana authors  which  are  now  placed  in  your  possession. 

"The  silver  service  is  a  gift  to  the  ship  for  the  use  of  all 
the  commissioned  officers  who  shall  serve  in  her,  and  it  is  the 
desire  of  the  committee  that  when  any  mess  of  commissioned 
officers  of  the  Indiana  shall  give  an  entertainment  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  use  all  or  any  part  of  the  service  for  such  occasion.

Description  of  tbe  Service 

The  silver  service  consists  of  a  full  dinner  service  and  a 
tea  set.  Altogether  there  are  thirty-eight  pieces,  most  of  them 
large  and  massive.  The  keynote  of  the  artistic  and  graceful 
decorations  is  the  beautiful  centerpiece.  It  is  a  large  flower  or 
fruit  dish  of  elaborate  workmanship  and  delicate  finish.  The 
hand  of  the  designer  makes  it  appear  lighter  in  weight  than  it 
really  is.  It  is  ten  inches  high  and  twenty-eight  inches  long. 
Its  weight  is  297  ounces,  nearly  twenty-five  pounds.  The  shape 
is  oblong,  with  delicately  curved  handles  at  each  end.  In  the 
center,  on  each  side,  is  a  medallion;  on  one  the  seal  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  is  borne  in  high  relief,  while  on  the  other,  also  in 
high  relief,  is  a  facsimile  in  miniature  of  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Monument  at  Indianapolis.  Similar  medallions  appear 
on  all  the  pieces.  Curving  outward  from  these  medallions  are 
shells  of  the  nautilus  entwined  with  seaweed  in  yaried  forms, 
and  pendant  from  these  are  wreaths  of  eglantines,  oak  and  syca- 
more leaves,  shrubs,  etc.,  symbolizing  the  flora  of  the  State. 
Underneath  the  medallion  is  an  inscription:  "From  the  School 
Children  of  Indiana, ' '  this  being  the  piece  to  which  the  "penny 
fund"  was  devoted.  The  graceful  rolling  form  suggests  the 
rolling  swell  of  the  sea,  while  the  under-curve  recalls  the  lines 
of  a  clipper  ship.  The  piece  is  richly  gold-lined,  and  over  the 
top  is  a  silver-gilt  wire-network  covering  for  cut  flowers,  which 
can  be  removed,  when  the  dish  can  be  used  as  a  jardiniere;  or 
it  the  lining  is  taken  out,  it  will  also  serve  as  a  fruit-dish. 

Ranking  next  to  this  in  richness  of  effect  come  the  mas- 


sive  candelabra;  these  have  nine  lights  each,  and  stand  twenty- 
two  and  a  half  inches  high,  exclusive  of  candles  and  shades, 
and  weigh  over  thirty-six  pounds.  The  arms  of  the  cande- 
labra are  gracefully  twined,  and  the  sconce  cups  and  saucers 
are  formed  of  the  eglantine  flowers.  The  large  salver,  another 
notable  piece,  is  oblong  in  form,  twenty-four  inches  long,  and 
weighs  over  two  hundred  ounces.  The  salver  has  two  handles, 
and  in  the  large  open  center  space  there  is  a  fine  etching, 
measuring  eleven  inches,  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Monu- 
ment. Beneath  the  monument,  in  the  center  of  an  elaborate 
bit  of  ornamentation,  appears  the  seal  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
and  also  the  words:  "Presented  to  the  Battleship  Indiana,  by 
the  Citizens  of  Indiana,  1896."  A  similar  inscription  has 
been  introduced  as  a  decoration  upon  the  punch-bowl.  In 
addition  to  these  inscriptions,  there  is  etched  upon  the  under- 
side of  each  piece: 

BATTLESHIP  INDIANA 

PART  OF  SILVER  SERVICE  PRESENTED 

B  Y  THE  CITIZENS  OF  INDIANA 

The  handsome  tea-set,  consisting  of  tea-kettle,  stand  and 
lamp,  tea-pot,  coffee-pot,  sugar-bowl,  cream-pitcher  and  slop- 
bowl,  weighs  over  two  hundred  ounces,  so  that  the  tray  and  tea 
service  alone  weigh  over  thirty-four  pounds.  Then  there  is  the 
massive  punch-bowl,  with  a  capacity  of  four  gallons.  In  this 
piece  to  the  general  decorations  have  been  added  grape  leaves 
and  large  bunches  of  the  fruit.     The  bowl  stands  eleven  inches 


high,  measures  nineteen  and  one-half  inches  in  extreme  width 
at  the  top,  and  weighs  about  eighteen  pounds. 

The  remaining  pieces  consist  of  a  twenty-four-inch  meat- 
dish,  intended  for  a  large  roast;  a  twenty-six-inch  fish-dish, 
an  eighteen-inch  meat-dish;  two  round  thirteen-inch  entree 
dishes;  two  gravy-boats  ;  two  double  vegetable-dishes,  arranged 
so  that  by  unlocking  the  handles  from  the  top,  the  covers  are 
converted  into  dishes;  four  compotiers,  all  lined  with  gold, 
standing  six  and  one-fourth  inches  high ;  two  large  fruit- 
dishes;  one  very  handsome  ice-cream  dish,  with  richly  decorated 
lattice  work  drainer ;  one  ice-cream  slicer ;  one  salad-bowl,  spoon 
and  fork,  all  lined  with  gold;  one  ice-bowl  and  tongs,  four 
hors  d'ceuvre  dishes,  gold-lined;  and  one  water-pitcher  with  a 
capacity  of  ten  pints. 

The  service  was  designed  by  Mr.  John  T.  Curran,  of  Tiffany 
&  Company's  silver  factory,  and  in  its  entirety  contains  nearly 
two  hundred  pounds  of  sterling  silver  f^ji^  fine. 

The  silver  is  fitted  into  three  handsome  and  substantial 
oak  chests,  lined  with  red  chamois  and  bound  with  brass,  and 
bearing  brass  plates  suitably  inscribed.
